and men, including one hundred thousand non-union workers 
to be included in the walkout. 
Preliminary reports indicated that a few operators who 


conduct mines on the closed shop basis would attempt to con- 
trol production. 
For the ,rst time in history officials said 


that both anthracite and bituminous fields are tied up and 
they estimate that six thousand of the nation's seventy-five 
thousand mines are idle
